Ragged Robin. 


There ie'a lerge, light, lofty workshop 
situated in one of the beat throughfares of 


| the town, in which sre occupied about two 


dosen girl between the ages of eight and 
seventeen. They make choice furniture for 
dolly’ houses, They work in groups, each 
roup having its own, department of the 
little trade; some cut the wire which forms 
the frame work of the furniture, some.cover 
the wire with muslin, or adorn the furniture 
with imitations of wood carving, others cover 
sofas and chairs with gay chintzes, satins 
and velvets, or fit up miniature bedsteads 
with bed furniture. The articles so made 
all look luxurious and beautiful, and have 
also the merit of not being fragile. A young 
lady whose age is not so great as that of the 
majority of the workers—only whose edu- 
cation has been infinitely better—rules over 
the little band; apportions the work; dis- 
tributes. the material; keeps the accounts; 
atops the disputes; stimulates tie intellect, 
and directs the recreation of all. ‘he Au- 
tocrat of all the Russias has nota sway 
more despotic than Miss O. P. Q.; but the 
two potentates differ inthis that the one 
governs by fear, the other by affection. 

The objects of this little institution are to 
empluy and educate girls born of the poor- 
esi parents, and to accumulate for them the 
profits of their labour, so that they may be 
of use to them in after life. 

It is not undesirable that the wives of the 
rising generation, and the mothers of the 
next, should be intelligent, industrious and 
moral; or that they should be possessors of 
some little store of money, which might be 
used to start them in the world, or drawn up- 
on, as. need came, in the course of wedded 
lifes. Such are the objects of the promoters 
of this industrial sehool for the manufacture 
of Art Toys... Itis clear that they are not 
to be achieved at once; but it is pleasant to 
know that these Art Toys find a ready sale, 
and that their elegance and durability are 
likely to preserve for them the public favor. 
They are. the invention of a lady, and may 
‘bo remembered by some as furnishing the 
Tudor Villti,a model contributed by her to 
the Great Exhibition of eighteen hundred 
and filty-one. 

The decipline of the little factory about 
which 1 am speaking Iwill now endeavour 
briefly to describe. There is head-work as 
well as. hand-work, Que morning, when 
the girls had just been singing in chorus, as 
they sat at labour, a song about buttercups 
avd daisies, a confused litte fumbling tap 
was heared at the workshop door, and sey- 
eral of the workers, when they recognised 
the little creature who was knocking, joyfully 
pulled her in. They had not seen her for 
many months—not since they had ali been 
together in the Ragged Schoul.. Her school- 
fellows had sought for this poor little 
creature, who had won. their love and sym- 
pathy, to tell her of their new kod of work; 
but her parents had left. their vid house, 
and gone none of the neighbours knew 
whither. 

Well, there she was. And the preat 
girls took her in their arms and passed her 
from one to another, and the little ones tuvls 
it in-turns to hold ber hand. “Tow are 
you?” “& Wheres have you. been all this 
ume?” “ Where do you live?” © How 
did you come?” The child, in a ragged 
gown that had belorged toa much larger 
sister, answered only the last of these ques- 
tions. She partially drew up her long dress 
and held out her feet, buried in enormous 
boots. “I would have come long ago,” she 
said, with pertect good humour, “ but I had 
no shoes and.no etockings. I wanted so 
much to come to-day, | could not stay away 
any longer. Mrs. Sims told me you were at 
work here, so 1 put on Billy’s boots. My 
feet are so sore,” she added, wincing with

girl should spend a part of every day in cor- 
recting this bad work, without receiving 
further payment. The girls murmered. 
“Edith,” the teacher then said to her own 
younger sister, “then I must give it to you 
to dv.” The golden-haired_ child lifted up 
her eyes, and then answered promptly, 
“¢ Which shall I begin upon, the large arm- 
chairs or the sofas?” Her obedience had a 
prompt effect. ‘ No, if you please,” sever- 
al cried out at once, “ don’t give Balaklava 
work to Miss Edith! She has. no right to 
it. None of that bad work is hers. We'll 
do it.” And as gay as larks, they skipped 
across the room, took up the work, and set 
wbout it. ; 

The new ‘comer—who got the name of 
Ragged Robin—was of course put to the 
easiest employment; covering the wire with 
muslin. Her fingers. were awkward, and 
she was bewildered with the scene around 
her; she did not get on atall well. Miss 
O. P. Q., encouraged her, and said that 
every one must have her time to learn; ap- 
pealing tu the girls, who testified that, at 
first, they had not earned sixpence a week, 
and now they could earn six, eight or ten 


shillings. 


Some ine:dent having produced, soon af- 
terwards, a conversation about spiders, Miss 
O. P. Q., went for a book, and read to the 
girls, while they worked, an amusing). @C- 
count of spiders and of their ways. 

As dinner-time drew near, our new up- 
holsteress becoming hungry, produced from 
her pocket a penny saveloy, which she had 
bought upon the road. She was recom- 
mended, however, not to eat it, and invited 
to dine with the other girls; two of whom 
were then laying the dinner-cloth on one of 
the workroom tables. whilst another was to 
be heard cooking in an adjoining room. The 
girls, I found, paid a shilling from. their 
wages every Saturaay, for the week’s din- 
ner; and, by all dining together, they secur- 
ed a wholesome and sufficient meal even for 
the daily twopence. ‘This was an arrange- 
ment of Miss O. P. Q.’s; who had remarked 
wite sorrow the unwholsome food brouwht 
by the children, and that even sometimes 
they brought with them none at all; either 
because their mothers had nothing to give 
them, or were in an iJ] humour, and mivht 
not be asked for it. 

The young cook brought in the produce 
of her skill—a dish of stewed meat, and a 
more ample dish-of hot potatoes. ‘The girls 
sang a grace, and the new comer’s eyes, at 
that and at the steam of meat together, filled 
with tears. Che pure air she breathed, the 
light comfort and cleanliness, the social meal, 
the cheerful faces, were all so different from 
what she knew at home. 

After dinner, the children ran down to 
their gardens, attended their flowers—for 
they had gardens; and, in thiee-quarter of 
an hour after the time when dinner had be- 
gun, they were all happily seated again at 
their work. i 

At four o’clock, a bright looking young 
lady, who had not appeared before, sum- 
moned the girls to their lessons.’ ‘hey ad- 
cressed her as Miss Anna, and-at once 
two of the girls sprang away to prepare the 
school reom, which was in another corner 
of the premises. first there was a writing 
lesson, Then came lessons in geography 
and history. Ragged Robin had never 
learnt geoyraphy before: but guessed it 
must be something very interesting when 
she heard one of the girls say thatshe lay 
awake at night to tell her eldest sister, who 
was at service during the day, Miss Anna’s 
story about Norway. At the history les- 
son, two girls argued the point whether the 
horses of the Britons were kind to stand 
stil! in the seythe-wheeled chariots, ull their 
masters were out of danger*, or cruel, to 
drag the ebariots among the enemy (of 
course, the horses were free agents, and 
conscious of what they did. The humble 
cottave in Britan of Caractacus touched them 
more than anything; but it led to the in- 
quiry how a king came to dwell in a cottage 
All” symjathies went with the Brittons; 
and when the narrative’ came to the point 
where the Romans have to call forces from 
Britarn to defend their threatened country 
the triumph of the children was unbounded ; 
and such exclamations as, “Ah! it was their 
turn then!” resounded on all sides. 

During the last summer Miss O. P. Q. 
received an invitation froma _ friend of hers 
to lake the little upholsters for a day’s 
pleasure at a country house. ‘Twenty-five 
went ina van. Unfortunately they had a 


wet day: butall enjoyed the drive, and kept | 


up their spirits b y loud choruses. Moy of 
the girls had scarceiy ever—some h..d nev- 
er —-seen thecountry. The little gardens 
at Milend calied forth shouts of delighi; 
how much more therose covered cottages 
Not 
one of them had ever seen corn fields, at 
harvest time. Ragged Robn was quite 
fascinated by a garden full-of lurge green 
cabbages, on which the rain drops bung, 
with scarlet-runners shooting up between. 
They passed a wind mill—its construction 
was explained to’ them, and their delight 


fore understood, Itis hard to realize the 
dreariness of ignorance like this in our town 
alleys; and yet to how. many does it spare 


the pain of an intolerable contrast? So far 
all had been Janghing and talking;. 


but, on entering a fine elm-tree avenue: 
leading to the house they visited 1hey, were 
subdued and became silent. They were 
gladly welcomed, and despatched. presently 
with umberellas and over shoes to explore 
the grounds where they were especially as- 
tonished at the large conservatives those 
circular walis of splendid plants. One child 
timidly asked, whether she might pick up 
some dead rose-leaves to carry home? They 
visited the rabits, poultry, pheasants, dogs 
and horses. Dinner. was laid in a long room 
apart from the house, Vases of bright flow- 
ews stood on the table; and in the centre 
stood a vase of corn and of fern and other 
leaves; picture-books for the children to 
look at lay on tables abont the room. Din- 
ner, dinner one of the ladies played on the 
piano. One child lowered knife and fork 
gradually till they rested on the plate ; her 
eyes, full of wonder lightened into admiration, 
then into delight and last asmile passed 
over the careworn little face By-and-by 
entered a large dog wet with rain, exciting 
great commotion. He drew some of the 
party to the lawn to play with him. whilst 
others closed round the piano. Some went 
to the top of the house tosee the view, 
others went to theboat on the lake. A sud- 
den thunder-storm diversed the entertain. 
ment. 

In the course-of the afternoon a son of the 
house desired to take a photograph of the 
party. They were arranged—some stand- 
ing, some sitting, some with flover. The 
difficulty was that, if one held a flower, all 
the others wished to hold one also which the 
young artis, declared to be against the rules 
of composition. The children wished Miss 
O. P. Q. to come into the group and then 
each wanted to be taken sitting by her side 
When all was settled, great misfortune got 
among the chemicals and the photograph did 
not succeed. 

~at~_tea time each girl found a_ bunch of 
flowers by her plate, gathered torterby 
the children of the family. In . reiurning 
home, each with flowers, the upholsters 
were more wild wtih delight than they had 
been in going, each talking of what she had 
liked best. Little Robin quietly said. 

“ Tshall never throw away my flow- 
ers.” 

“But they will die.” 

“Yes” she replied. But I shall never 
throw them away.” 

Poor baby, they svon became her only 
treasure. After she had been some time at 
the school, Miss O. P. Q. found it nec- 
cessary to send word to he mother that she 
wished she would keep*her dauzhter clean 
as cleanliness was inde-pensible. For seve- 
ral days after that the child did not come and 
at last the mother sent word that see “would 
not let her go backto work, because of 
Miss O. P. Q.’s_ messige; but she was 
much obliged for the shoes and frock.” 

Weeks afterwards, poor Ragged Rob. 
in came one afternoon with a baby in her 
arms,and two litileones dragging at her 
ragged frock. They had trooped all the 
way from Clerkenwell. “just only to see 
Miss O. P. Q.” Ragged Robin was a 
very little chiid, whose growth had been 
stunted by nursiny children nearly as big 
as herself. She tottered under her burden 
and almost fell as she climbed the work- 
room stairs. Miss O. P. Q. was not at 
home, and after waiting as long as she could 
in hope that. she would come, Robin toiled 
painfully back with her three brothers. Next 
day the gentle teacher went herself to 
Robin’s house. It looked too dirty to en- 
ter; but one of the girls who acted as guide 
mounted the stairs, and on a dark landing 
Robin was found washing heavy sheets, with 
which she stood upon a three legged stool to 
struggle. She came down stairs, and wept 
at the kind words brought home to her. 
She is with many thousands pining and per- 
ishing in London courts. ; 

When I last saw those little toy-makers 
whotn robin was not privileged to join, they 
were lovking briliiant in the light of a tall 
Christmas tree. 

The numbers employed in this. industrial 
school have, for a season, been diminished by 
the closing of an institution for adults, to 
which it was appended. I do not think , how 
ever, that the children’s training school 
will die; it 1s more likely that it will flourish, 
and be an exainple and encouragement to 
those who think it worth while to found more 
of the same sort.—Household Words.

weather was severe—it was early in De= 
cember—it is possib!e that their talk was 
of their native palm—groves and their never 
ending summer, Chim thenceforth made 
himself as agreeable as posuble, aud when 
the time for his departure came, the maidens 
exhibited the liv liest regret, short of tears 
at losing him. At Paris he increased rap- 
idly in stature and intelligence. ‘Uhe cli- 
mate, diet (he drinks his pint of Bordewux 
daily,) and lively society of tne French seem 
to be more congenial! to Chim’s physique 
than our melancholy London. Le makes 
acquaintance notonly with the stafl, but 
with the habitues of the Garden. The list 
time I saw bim (May, 1854) he caine out 
to taste the morning air in the large circu- 
lar inclosure in front of the Palais des Sin- 
ges, which was built for ‘our poor relations 
by M. Thiers.

Leavenworth Saturday, May 24 1856, 


The steamer Polar Star has just arrived, 
bringing Gov. Robinson, under charge of a 
“ Hes Ae nUsse. Leite sia cdannt eww

up from Lexington through the ‘l'erritory, 


but whem he arrived at Franklin the Governor 
ordered that he be taken back, as he could not 
pass Lawrence in safety, (This was a mere 
dodge.) He was then taken back among the 
Borderers again; taken through Westport ano 
Kansas City, and upthe Missouri River, past 
Parkville, &c. If the design was to expose 
him to any lawless altack, it has failed. 
Last night there was a current rumour 
that the Commitee was to be attacked, but 
. 80 far there nas been nothing of the kind. 
The; pro-slavery press in the Territory are 
rabid against. Messrs. Howard and Sherman. 
They publish the most monstrous lies against 
them continually, andthe object is evidently 
to throw a slur on proceedings which they 
eannet find evidence to invalidate. For this

Seeds of all kinds, farming utensils and imple- 
ments of husbandry, when specially imported in 
good faith by any society incorporated or estab- 
lished for the encouragement of agriculture, 

Salt for the use of the fisheries, military cloth- 
ing and wine for the use of regimental messes. 

The following Articles in the oceupation or 
employment of persons coming into the Province. 
for the purpose of actual settling therein, viz :— 
.. Wearing Apparel in actual use, and other per 
sonal effects not merchandise ; horses and ecatue 
implements and tools of trade of handy-crafismen 
"The personal household effects, not merchan 
dize, of inhabitants of this province, being eub 
jects of Her Majesty and dying abroad. 

And the following articles, when imported di- 
rectly from the United Kingdom, the British 
North American Provinces, the Island of Prince 
Edward and Newfoundland, and being the growth 
produce, or manufacture of the said United King- 
dom, or of such Province respectively, viz:— 

Animals, beef, pork, biscuit, bread, batter 
cocoa paste, corn or grain of all kinds, flour, fish 
fresh or salted, dried or pickled, fish oil, furs o1 
skins, the produce of fish or creatures living in 
the sea, gypsuin, horns, mess pouliry, plants. 
shrubs and trees, potatoes and vegetables of all 
kinds. Seeds of all kinds, pelts, skins, furs or 
tails undressed.. Wood, viz: boards, planks, 
staves, timber and firewood. 

And the following articles when imported di- 
rect from the Provinees of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Island, anc 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
said Provinces respectively, viz: 

Grain and Breadstuffs of all kinds, vegetables, 
fruits, seeds, hay and straw, hops, animals, salted 
and fresh meats, butter, cheese, chocolate, and 
other preparations of cocoa, lard, talluw, hides, 
horns, wool, undressed skins, and furs of. all 
kinds, ores of all kinds, iron in pigs and blooms, 
copper, lead in pigs, grindstones and stones of all 
kinds, earth, coals, lime, ocbres, gypsum ground 
or unground, reck-salt, wood, bark, timber and 
lumber of all kinds, firewood, ashes, fish, fish 
oil, viz: train oil, spermaceti oil, head matter and 
blubber, fins and skins, the produce of fish or 
creatures living in the sea,

Articue 1. 


We, the undersigned, assoviate for the

BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence 
the Principles of Universal Freedom, and a British Union 
not based on complexional considerations, and in the im 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and increasing Class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacily, as members of this Union, and in onr private 
capacity, ascitizens,—Ist: To promote a healthy ha rmony 
and to diffuse a loyal spirit among those of Her Majesty's 
suneer with whom we may associate or come in contact 
2nd. ‘To encourage and sapportia Press, or those Presses 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the citizens of this country agamst the unjust imputations, 
reflections and desigus of many inthe United States and 
this country, who would carve out a policy for emigrants, 
formerly bond. and free, different from white emigrants 
who may and do settle herein, by counselling the former to 
be a ** good prasaniry”’ for the latter, as their highest ambi-
